SAIGON (AP) - The Phan- 


tom jet fighter was careening 
wildly across the night sky over 
North Vietnam and the only 
thing left to do was reach be- 
neath the seat and pull the han- 
dle that pilots call "the next-of- 
kin ring." 


But after a night in the jungle 


and one of the most harrowing 
rescues of the Vietnam war, 
sandy-haired _ Dave Baldwin, 24|L..,. 
and only twq...year's'-.ou'k'.pl ;thflv,'i,. 
University of Indiana, is return- 
ing to combat and cheerfully 
intent on making a long career 
in the Air Force. 


Flown to Saigon today, Bald- 


win telephoned his wife waiting 
in Dunkirk, Ind., with their 3- 
month-old son he has never 
seen. He told her he counts him- 
self the luckiest of men. 


Monday night Baldwin took 


off on his 57th combat mission 
over North Vietnam, in the sec- 
ond seat of a Phantom behind a 
pilot now missing in action. 


"It was a little after dark and 


we were inbound on the target," 
he related in an interview. 


"We had been picking up an- 


tiaircraft fire all the way in. It 
was about as bad as I've ever 
seen it. I remember seeing it in 
front of us and looking out and 
seeing 
tracers 
everywhere. 


There was no place to go but to 
press on In." 


"Then the alrrraft command- 


er said 'Dave, we've been hit.' 
The aircraft gave a little shud- 
der but I didn't think we were 
hit bad. 


"Then he said we were losing 


fuel. Then in another few sec- 
onds we began to lose our flight 
controls. It kept getting worse." 


Baldwin and the pilot decided 


to risk a few more minutes in 
the bucking plane and try for 
the coast, where chances of res- 
cue were infinitely better. 


The 
Phantom veered 
and 


snapped wildly, Only the rudder 
was 
left and the pilot was 


fighting it manually, which re- 
quires about 150 pounds of pres- 
sure. The plane was losing alti* 
JwAe 
and making only slight 


headway. 


They decided to turn on th« 


after burner to try for more al- 
titude, although its bright flash 
in the night sky would certainly 
draw more antiaircraft fire. 


"The antiaircraft fire opened 


up again then," Baldwin said. 
"We lost a piece of rudder. 
Whether we were hit again I 
don't know. We were still losing 
altitude but fighting to make it 
across the one big ridgeline that 
was between us and the sea. 


"It 
became 
apparent we 


weren't going to make it. The 
pilot said, 'Okay, Dave, this is 
as far as we can get. I'll try and 
get her as stable as possible.' 
Then he said, 'Okay, Dave' 
we've got to get out,' and I 
reached for the ejection ring." 


That was the last word Bald- 


win had from the pilot, whose 
identity is being withheld until 
his next of kin are notified. 


"1 pulled the ejection handle 


and the next thing 1 knew I was 
hanging from at tree," said 


Baldwin. "I saw the wrecked 
plane burning down the ridge- 
line only about 150 or 200 yards 
away. The fire was so intense 
anyone around there could have 
seen me. I got free and tumbled 
down the slope. I wanted to get 
pway from that fire." 


House Extends

D-N.Y., got the floor with his 
amendment to end student defer- 
ments, debate on the issue had 
been limited to one minute. 


"This is the most disgrace- 


ful way to legislate on a bill of 
this importance," Pike told his 
colleagues.

Q—I am a girl, 19, with ex- 


cessive 
underarm perspira- 


tion. I have tried various de- 
odorants and hexachlorophene 
soaps but nothing seems to 
help. What do you recom- 
mend? 


A—Excessive sweating in 


any area is aggravated by in- 
vironmental heat, 
exertion, 


obesity, heavy clothing, eat- 
ing spicy foods and drinking 
coffee or alcohol. Heredity 
may also be a factor. Self-con- 
sciousness about the problem 
increases nervous tension and 
this too, can cause overac- 
tivity of the sweat glands. 
When the usual preparations 
fail it is often because they 
are not used regularly every 
day. 
If this is not the reason 


for the failure, X-ray treat- 
ment, cutting the sympathetic 
nerve roots that supply the 
axillary sweat glands or even 
removing some of the axillary 
skin may be tried. These, 
h o w e v e r , are desperation 
measures and most victims 
are not ready to go that far. 


Q—i suffer from excessive 


sweating in the groin. What 
can be done for it? 


A—See answer to previous 


question concerning the same 
problem only on a higher 
level. 


Q—My son, 19, has a bad 


odor from sweaty feet. He 
takes a shower every day and 
always puts on clean socks, 
but the odor persists. What 
should he do? 


A—Fresh perspiration 
is 


odorless but, when it is mixed 
with the products of bacterial 
decomposition of dead skin 
cells and the many chemicals 
used in making shoes, a foul 
odor often results. This can 
usually be c o n t r o l l e d by 
sprinkling powdered alum in 
the shoes each morning but, if 
this doesn't work, a foot pow- 
der containing 2 per cent 
Prantal should do the trick. 


Q—I am on a diet that for- 


bids white vegetables. What 
are considered white vege- 
tables besides potatoes? 


A—I have never heard of 


this classification but surely 
rice would qualify. Usually a 
diet that prohibits rice and 
potatoes does so because they 
have a high starch content. 
This would apply equally to 
corn, peas, beans and lentils. 


Q—What sort of test is used 


to diagnose a potassium defi- 
ciency in the blood? Sixteen 
years ago I took large doses 
of cortisone for about four 
months. After this length of 
time could I still be deficient 
in potassium? 


A—The potassium level in 


the blood can be determined 
by a chemical test. A defi- 
ciency of potassium can be 
corrected in a few days with 
a high potassium diet or 
potassium salts. It would not 
persist.

auction. One of the few direct 
heritages is the standard lead 
of fourth best of a long suit 
unless you have a strong rea- 
son to lead another card in 
the suit. Not only do you lead 
fourth best but if your part- 
ner wants to return a low card 
in his suit he returns his 
fourth best also. 


West saw no future in a 


lead of any suit but hearts. 
He only had three hearts, so 
he led his lowest. East won 
with the ace and returned the 
six, his original fourth best. 


South looked over dummy 


and noted that West had at- 
tacked in the one suit that 
could hurt him. In rubber 
bridge he would duck once on

general principles but the 
game was match point dupli- 
cate and South saw a chance 
to make 12 tricks and a top 
score if everything went well. 


He rose with the king and 


it was West's turn to do some 
real thinking. West noted that 
he had found the best open- 
ing lead. Should he hold onto 
his queen of hearts and make 
sure of holding declarer to 
four no-trump or should he 
jettison that queen of hearts 
and take a chance on actually 
beating the contract? 


West's first decision was 


that his partner was clearly 
marked with either four or 
five hearts. If East held only 
three, South would have a 
five-card suit and no one con- 
ceals a five-card heart suit 
when he has a good chance to 
bid it.

If the six had been fourth 
best, then East had to hold 
both the eight and the nine.

The Senate confirmation clause 


was attached to the Board's 
appropriation bill during the 
final rush days of t»e 1967 
General Assembly by Sen. Guy 
(Mutt) Jones of Conway. Jones 
wife serves on the Boards, 


Mrs. Jones said she definite- 


ly would not resign. 
"I see no reason to," she 


said. "We wouldn't be in this 
Situation if Rockefeller had left 
us alone," 


Mrs. Jones said that it was 


her understanding that Rocke- 
feller had asked the board to 
lire an inspector, Mrs. Patty 
Toney of 
Crossett, and had 


promised to hire a board mem- 
ber in her place. Mrs, Toney 
subsequently was fired, but it 
was not reflected in the min* 
uigs of the meeting at which 
tfie action was taken she said. 


Mrs. Jones said there was 


illness in her family at the 
time of that meeting and that 
sfce hadn't attended.

SAIGON (AP) - A company 


of about 150 American soldiers 
was badly cut up today fighting 
off an ambush by North Viet- 
namese soldiers wearing flashy 
red berets and Communist sui- 
cide snipers lashed in trees. 


The U.S, Command in Saigon 


said five of the American troops 
were killed and 46 wounded, but 
a report from the battlefield 
said about half of the company 
was killed or wounded. The U.S. 
Command said 71 North Viet- 
namese were killed. 


As the 4th Division infantry- 


men fought for three hours in 
the thick jungle of the central 
highlands, U.S. Marines battled 
for a hill in the southern part of 
the demilitarized zone. Other 
action was reported in the 
muddy Mekong Delta and near 
Saigon, where three helicopters 
were shot down and eight more 
riddled by bullets while evacu- 
ating a South Vietnamese pa- 
trol.

Wheeler reported from the cen- 
tral highlands that the 4th Divi- 
sion company was hit while 
searching the jungle for two 
Red regiments. The company 
commander was cut down In the 
first volley of coordinated snip- 
er and mortar fire. 


The Communists attacked a 


few hours after daybreak in an 
area where the 4th Division men 
have fought six stiff fights in the 
past eight days. The battlefield 
was Just over three miles from 
the Cambodian border on the 
western border of Pleiku Prov- 
ince. 


One assault was made by 


about 
50 North 
Vietnamese 


wearing camouflaged uniforms 
and red berets. Wheeler, who 
was with the company that was 
hit, said the Reds were beaten 
off by defenses hastily organ- 
ized by the company's noncoms 
when most of the officers were 
shot down. 


The thick double-canopy jun- 


gle made it difficult initially to 
bring in accurate supporting air 
and artillery fire. The Commu- 
nist snipers were lashed high in 
the dense foliage and their fire 
caused many of the American 
casualties. 


During the battle, one platoon 


from a nearby company man- 
aged to fight its way through to 
join the embattled company. 


Holding their ground deter- 


minedly, the Americans formed 
a perimeter and found what 
cover they could against the 
raking fire of Red mortars and 
the 
quick-firing 
AK47 sub- 


machine guns carried by the 
North Vietnamese troops. 


Each time the North Vietnam- 


ese tried a stand-up charge 
through the jungle, they were 
thrown back. 


Fighting broke off when artil- 


lery, fighter-bombers and hell- 
copter gunships laid a blanket 
of fire to pin down the North 
Vietnamese while the Ameri- 
cans pulled back. 
Snow Sweeps 
Sections of 
Hew England

Heavy rain, snow and gale 


winds swept wide areas in New 
England today as a damaging 
late spring storm caused flood, 
ing from Cape Cod, Mass., to 
Portland, Maine. 


Gale warnings were posted

and New Hampshire. 


High tides, swept by the gusty 


winds, were # 2 to 3 feet above 
normal from Cape Cod to Port, 
land.

Chairman Wilbur D. Mills, D- 


Ark., of the House Ways and 
Means Committee says such a 
panel should look at current 
programs and lay the founda- 
tion for rational policy. Mills is 
on record as favoring a long- 
range policy of tax reduction, 


"We can't have a reasonable 


tax policy apart from a reason- 
able spending policy," Mills told 
an interviewer. "We can't fi- 
nance through taxes the pro- 
grams now in existence as they 
may grow. Such taxes would 
throw the economy into a tail- 
spin, 


"But we lose our options for 


using tax policy to foster long- 
term growth because we simply 
don't know which programs are 
worth the most and which the 
least in terms of benefits relat- 
ed to costs. 


"The best way to economize is 


not to cut $10 million from this 
activity or $20 million from that 
simply because you have the 
opportunity to do it. It might be 
much better to eliminate alto- 
gether the programs that are 
providing the least in relation to 
their cost/' 


Mills has mentioned in two 


recent speeches the possibility 
of a presidential commission to 
advise Congress on government 
spending. 


He spelled out his ideas in 


more detail in the interview and 
said he intends to discuss them 
further in the House when it 
takes up a proposed increase in 
the national debt limit in about 
two weeks. 


Milts emphasized the study he 


proposes should not be aimed 
particularly at new government 
undertakings. 


"We have many programs on 


the statute books that are 50 
years old, many that are 30 
years old," he said. "Who 
knows but that some of these 
may have long outlived their 
usefulness? We have a different

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


United States has sent more 
than $2 billion In aid since 
World War n to five Arab na- 
tions 
involved in the current 


Middle East crisis with neigh- 
boring Israel. 


That's nearly twice the dollar 


value of all forms of U.S. gov- 
ernment aid to Israel. 


But unlike the Arab nations, 


Israel has in the United States 
private sources of aid and fi- 
nancing that have provided the 
Jewish homeland funds at least 
equaling the total of U.S. gov- 
ernment help to Jordan, Saudi 
Arabia, Syria, Yemen and the 
United Arab Republic. 


Military aid of $227.8 million 


included in the total for Israel's 
Arabic neighbors has gone al- 
most entirely to Jordan and 
Saudi Arabia. 


Most of Jordan's $66 million 


has been outright grants of 
money and excess American 
military equipment. But govern- 
ment records show substantial 
portions of the $517.2 million in 
economic aid for Jordan has 
gone into construction of roads 
and facilities planned to bolster 
the kingdom's defense position. 


A decade 
ago the United 


States took over from Britain 
most of the burden of sup- 
porting Jordan. American sup- 
port has continued, a handbook 
of the Agency for International 
Development states, because of 
"the danger that Jordan's .dis- 
memberment 
might 
produce 


violence throughout the area." 


Military aid for Jordan com- 


pares with $27.6 million for Is- 
rael, all in credit assistance to 
help Israel buy arms. 


Saudi Arabia has 
received 


$161.7 million in military assist- 
ance against $47.4 of economic 
aid. But 60 per cent of the total 
has been in the form of loans or 
credits. 


Only $100.000 of the $73.3 mil- 


lion aid total for Syria has been 
for military purposes and more 
than one-half has been in loans. 


All of the $41.8 million for Ye- 


men has been outright gifts, 
with less than $50,000 alhtetftor 
military aid. U.S. aid to Yemen 
ended this spring, after the 
state arrested two American 
officials, who later were re- 
leased on ball and then left the 
country. 


Egypt has some of her best 


troops in Yemen, which has re-

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - 


American families hurried out 
of the tense Middle East today 
as the big powers worked to 
avert an Arab-Israeli war, the 
Arabs continued to threaten and 
U.N. Secretary-General U Thant 
prepared a report on his peace 
mission to Cairo. 


A dozen families from the 


U.S. Embassy in Israel left Tel 
Aviv Thursday night for Rome 
after the State Department or- 
dered all dependents of U.S. 
diplomats to leave Israel and 
Egypt within 48 hours, 
The 


evacuation also started from 
Cairo. 


More than 500 women and 


children were covered by the 
order. 


In Ottawa, a Canadian gov- 


ernment informant said Presi- 
dent Johnson told Prime Minis- 
ter Lester B. Pearson at their 
conference Thursday he may 
propose a Big Four summit con- 
ference if U.N. efforts for peace 
in the Middle East do not suc- 
ceed. 


U Thant returned to New 


York Thursday night after talks 
with President CiWl Abdel 
Nasser and other Egyptian offi- 
cials. He was expected to report 
Egypt's position to the Security 
Council this weekend and ask 
what should be done next. 


Nasser reportedly agreed to 


revival of the U.N.-Egyptian- 
Israell armistice commission 
but not to withdraw his forces 
from the Israeli frontier or to 
lift the blockade he has pro- 
claimed against Israeli shipping 
in the Gulf of Aqaba. 


Israeli Foreign Minister Abba 


Eban arrived in Washington, 
hoping to learn from President 
Johnson what the United States 
intends to do to open the Gulf if 
diplomatic efforts fall to end the 
blockade. The waterway is Is- 
rael's only direct route to East 
Africa and Iranian oil. 


The Soviet Union, while back- 


ing the Arabs, was believed 
working quietly and independ- 
ently to prevent war in the Mid- 
dle East. After British Foreign 
Secretary George Brown met 
with Kremlin leaders, British 
authorities indicated the Soviets 
brought up the Vietnam war as 
a major obstacle to holding any 
Big Four talks on the Arab-Jew- 
ish confrontation. 


Two London newspapers said 


today that Britain is assembling 
a naval task force off Aden with 
orders to stand by for a possible 
operation to keep the Gulf of 
Aqaba open to Israeli shipping.
